SLEEPER 
OF THE 
SIXTIES

IT SEEMED LIKE a lot of trouble to 
go to in order to announce some mid- 
year models, yet there was the plane- 
load of journalists and Benson Ford, 
winging their way toward Monte Car- 
lo. It was a time when the perform- 
ance image wasn’t a no-no, and Ford 
had entered three of their new V8- 
powered Falcon Sprint coupes in the 
punishing Monte Carlo Rallye, hop- 
ing to place well and kick off the new 
1963/2 Ford models equally well.

It was the kind of thing the per- 
formance-minded enthusiast could 
hardly believe would ever come out 
of Detroit. A light, good-looking car, 
equipped with a strong V8 engine 
and even the option of a good four- 
speed manual gearbox to back it up. 
However, what appeared on the sur- 
face to be a simple matter of just 
sticking the V8 in the Falcon chassis 
was not the case at all. It was even 
better than that, and herein lies the 
story of the making of a good car. 

The Ford engineers were wise 
enough to realize that the standard 
Falcon just wasn’t enough car for 
the V8. So, they decided to install 
the Fairlane running gear, modified 
where necessary, under the Falcon 
body. But then, they realized that the 
unit-construction Falcon body prob- 
ably couldn’t handle the Fairlane run- 
ning gear, either. The result was that 
they specified much heavier mater- 
ials for the sub-frames and attaching 
points of all the running gear, as well 
as additional bracing. Then they add- 
ed the Fairlane parts and the V8 en- 
gine. The only thing they forgot to
